Hopes to Pro ve T hat the OII Com bine 


N ever U nderw ent a Legal D issolu­ 


tion— Profits of the Standard Pipe 


Lines. 


New York, Sept. 28.— Frank B. Kel­ 
logg, who is conducting the suit of the 
United States for the dissolution of 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jer­ 
sey, made another hunt Friday for a 
trail to the long sought books of the 
Standard Oil trustees and liquidating 
trustees. 
When tho hearing was concluded 
Mr. Kellogg said that he was closer 
to the books, from which he hopes to 
prove that tho oil combine never un­ 
derwent a legal dissolution. 
Charles White, assistant secretary 
of the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, said on the witness stand that 
when he went to the secretary’s office 
there were tw o steel safes In the of­ 
fice. One of them contained the books 
and records of the Standard company. 
What was in the other safe he did not 
know. 
Mr. W hite said 
that no one 
told him tho contents of the second 
safe, which was removed two weeks 
after he had been there. 
From whom 
the order came or where the safe was 
taken the w itness said he could not 
tell. 
Mr. 
W hite said- that 
he had 
never seen t h e ‘records- of the Stand­ 
ard Oil 
trustees or the 
liquidating 
trustees 
showing the 
various trans­ 
fers of stock in the trust liquidating 
period. 
He said he 
had hunted for 
records recently but 
was unable to 
find any. 
More testim ony was taken to show 
the profits of som e of the Standard’s 
subsidiary pipe lines, which the gov­ 
ernment’s counsel declares are exces­ 
sive and maintained to prevent ship­ 
ments 
of crude oil by 
Independent 
producers. 
George Chesebro, comptroller of sev­ 
eral pine lines, testified that the South­ 
ern Pipe Line Company of Pennsylva­ 
nia earned $3,376,618 gross in 1809, 
and that the operating expenses were 
only $316,522. 
The balance sheet of 
the company for that year showed the 
net, plant investm ent to he $2,215,666. 
The company’s balance sheet showed 
an item of $2,607,756 as a payment to 
J. P. Trainer charged to operating ex­ 
penses. 
Mr. 
Chesebro said 
that he 
could give no information about the 
Trainer account. 
In 1900 the balance 
sheet showed $1,599,838 
paid to Mr. 
Trainor. 
The case was adjourned Friday un­ 
til next Thursday in order that John 
G. 
Milburn, one 
of the 
defendant’s 
counsel, might attend 
the McKinley 
monument dedication at. Canton, O.

Boise, Ida., Sept. 28.— Half a score 
of letters which the 
government at­ 
torneys In the trial of Senator William 
Borah declared go to show' the com ­ 
plicity of Former Governor Steunen­ 
berg in the alleged Idaho timber land 
conspiracy were offered in evidence 
late Friday and read to the jury. The 
letters were written by William Sweet, 
one of the indicted men, who It is re­ 
ported has turned 
state’s evidence. 
The documents were produced by J. IL 
Richards, a local attorney, who acted 
as legal adviser to Sweet. 
Most of the letters were dated from 
N ew York and Boston and several of 
them were replies to 
letters or tele­ 
grams urging him to return to Idaho. 
"I can't see why I should come back 
unless it is in regard to timber, and 
that is all in the governor’s hands,” 
wrote Sweet In one note. 
Then he 
proceeded, “as to the money coming 
to me, put it in the bank; I have ab­ 
solute faith in the governor. 
He cam e 
to my assistance and helped me out of 
a mess I never ought to have got into. 
I don’t know what I should have done I 
if it had not boon for him.” 
In another letter Sweet gave the I 
amount he was “in” on the 
timber i 
deal, about 
$29,000, Including 
a $7,- 
500 note signed by himself and Gov- 
ernor Steunenberg. 
Senator Borah’s name was drawn 
Into the case for the first time just 
before 
adjournment, 
when 
H. 
It. j 
Worthman, 
another 
local 
attorney, 
produced more letters from Sweet. In 
one letter to Worthman he wrote: 
“Richards used his power of attor­ 
ney to turn all of my money, $10,000, 
over to Steunenberg, 
and it is like 
pulling a eat through a stocking to get 
it back. 
I wish you would see Will­ 
iam E. Horah about this and got. him 
to make a little statem ent of the gov­ 
ernor’s obligation to me. 
Ho is the 
governor’s 
attorney, but 
is a first- 
class gentleman and 
knows a little 
statement 
is only fair to 
me. 
Tell 
him I haven’t the 
scratch of a pen 
from Steunenberg to show that he has 
$10,000 of 
my money. 
He 
said the 
copy of our agreem ent was lost.” 
C. B. Campbell, a millionaire mine 
owner of Spokane, said he introduced 
the former governor to Albert E. Pal­ 
mer, who In Birn introduced him to 
James T. Barber and S. O. Moon of

Casa Blanca will pay a war contribu­ 
tion, the amount and method of pay­ 
ment to be hereafter determined.

Legends and Customs of the 
Natives 


of New Zealand. 
Many traditions of tho Maoris of 
Now Zealand indicate true refinement 
of feeling. That of Niwareka, or Great 
Delight, Is one of these and represents 
a gentle Maori maiden, beautiful and 
modest, who, though deeply loving her 
bridegroom, yet shudders at the bar­ 
barity of bis people and at his delight 
in bloodshed and cruelty. 
Unable to 
bear the sights and sounds around hor, 
she passes from his embrace anti seeks 
tho shadows of another world. 
Only 
through great suffering anti sacrifice 
does her young husband, unable to bear 
his solitary lot, redeem her from the 
shades. This beautiful legend Is bound 
up with the origin of the custom of the 
tattoo, an ordeal which tho lover was 
compelled to endure that ho might 
realize the nature of suffering. 
One of the finest legends of old Mao­ 
ri romance relates how a daughter of 
tho heavens condescends to dwell with 
man, but, repelled by his rudeness 
and want of sympathy, ascends again 
to tho skies, carrying with her her 
earth born child. lier husband Is only 
able to reach her and regain her levo 
by “climbing upward, not by earthly 
tendrils, but by those which, descend­ 
ing from tho heavens, have taken root 
in earth.” 
One curious feature of tho domestic 
Ufo of the New Zealand natives Is that 
tho old women are led to believe that 
the highest honor they can enjoy Is to 
be permitted to do all the cooking and 
prepare the food. A great deal of la­ 
bor Is thus left to them, which they 
rhtvrflilly perform, resenting any in­ 
terference on the part of tin' younger 
Maori women, who thus have plenty of 
leisure for enjoyment. Chicago News

IO RECLAIM EMPIRE 


Irrigation Project In California 
Is the World’s Largest. 


A TASK 
OF THIRTY 
YEARS. 


United States Government About to Be­ 
gin In Sacramento and San Joaquin 
Valleys Work 
Involving 
Outlay of 
$50,000,000— Much Can Bo Raised. 


The largest of the world’s irrigation 
projects, an undertaking so vast th at 
thirty years and upw ard of $50,000,000 
will be required to carry it out, is 
about to be begun by the federal gov. 
em inent in the Sacram ento and Bim 
Joaquin valleys of California, says tho 
Chicago Dost. 
In this region, where it is said the 
range of clim ate and the natural fer­ 
tility of the soil favor the grow th of 
every known species of plant life, the 
governm ent engineers purpose to dis­ 
tric t!) the annual rainfall and the 
flow from the snow l>eds In the Cas­ 
cade over a vast territory. 
In the Sacram ento valley alone it is 
the ultim ate plan to irrigate 2,700.0<X> 
gores, and, while the area to be re­ 
claimed in the San Joaquin valley has 
not been m easured accurately, it is es­ 
tim ated roughly th at it will be one 
and one-half tim es th at area. 
“None o f.u s realizes tho agricultural 
possibilities 
of these 
valleys,” 
said 
Chief H ydrographer M. <). Leighton of 
the United States geological survey in 
outlining the governm ent plans for 
this region. 
“W hile the developm ent 
of this area has been m arvelous in the 
last few years, its possibilities have 
not as yet been touched upon. 
“So great is the undertaking th a t the 
governm ent is unable to take it up as 
a whole, but m ust take it up in sec­ 
tions of sizes th at can bo completed 
w ith the money available. 
The first 
cf these will Ik? the Orland subproject, 
com prising SO,(XX) acres. 
The prelim ­ 
inary work has been under way for 
some tim e. 
Tile work of construction 
will be begun w ithin a few months. 
Mr. Leighton passed through Chica­ 
go recently on his return to W ashing­ 
ton, w here he will m ake a report to 
the secretary of the Interior of the re­ 
sults of extended observations in this 
locality, which dem onstrate the proj­ 
ect to be entirely feasible. 
“The prelim inary work was begun 
five years ago,” continued the hydrog­ 
rapher. 
“The survey of the Orland 
project w as commenced five years ago. 
This work has demonstrated that the 
undertaking, aside from Its huge size, 
will offer fewer engineering difficulties 
then many other projects now being 
coffled out by the government. While 
the average cost of this reclam ation 


work averages $25 un acre, this will be 
much lower in this case on account of 
the accessibility of the w ater supply. 
The outlay will probably not l>e much 
over $10 an acre. 
“Our m easurem ents show am ple w a­ 
ter supplies txrth In the Sierra and the 
Cascade ranges. The largest reservoirs 
will be located at Clear lake, Big val­ 
ley, Iron canyon and W arm Springs 
valley. 
“A conservative estim ate of the sup­ 
porting capacity of these valleys Is 
25,000,000 people. TI mn* is not a pre ni­ 
ne t of tho soli th a t cannot be raised 
there, 
tropical 
or 
other. 
Oranges, 
grapes, dates, figs, almonds, as well os 
flax, tobacco, grains and the crops fa­ 
m iliar in this p art of the country (lib* 
nois), all flourish there. 
Experim ents 
iii grow ing strange fru its and vegeta­ 
bles have dem onstrated w onderful pos­ 
sibilities. 
“W e w ere especially interested in the 
tobacco grow ing th at is now being ac­ 
complished there both experim entally 
and commercially. 
Tho sm okers in 
our party were agreed th a t the cured 
pt*odtict far surpassed in flavor and 
tone any other grow n in this country 
th at we had ever tried. 
“For the completion of this Mg proj­ 
ect at least thirty years will be re­ 
quired under the present state of avail­ 
able funds. 
The w ork of the govern­ 
m ent is lim ited to tin* money received 
from the sale of Indian lands, on 
which to the present time about $40,- 
o0! u»H) has been realized. 
Most of 
this has already been put in tho vari 
oms other projects being carried on In 
the west. 
“ Under the system th at the govern­ 
m ent follows this money is eventually 
returned to the U nited States treasury 
by tim fan n ers whose lands are bene­ 
fited by the irrigation works, and as it 
comes In It can be used over again. 
There Is enough money now available 
for the pushing of the Orland sub- 
project. 
As soon as specifications and 
contracts can In* made dirt will fly. 
“It has I men but a few years since 
the governm ent first took up the prob­ 
lem of irrigation. 
Previous to th at 
tim e the vast areas of rich soil, need­ 
ing only w ater to m ake them fertile 
were regarded as w aste spots of tho 
earth ’s surface, w here nothing th at 
man can subsist on could be grown 
The work is now regarded as one of 
the most im portant phases of the gov 
erm nent’s activities. 
“Aside from the difficulties occasion­ 
ally encountered of tunneling through 
hills and constructing dam s of huge 
size, the work offers no more perplex­ 
ing problem than th at of equalizing 
the rainfall, storing up the surplus In 
the wet season to Im used in the dry 
and carrying it through long canals 
to the places w here It will tx; most 
useful. 
Big as is the initial outlay, it 
is generally regarded as a rare invest­ 
ment in every sense."
